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Egg Drop Soup 


2 cans chicken broth 45 mL cold water 

15 mL cornstarch 2 eggs, beaten 
15 mL soy sauce 30 mL parsley, coarsely chopped 
pinch of powdered ginger or grated fresh gingerroot 2 green onions, chopped 

few sprinkles pepper 


Bring the chicken broth to a boil. 
Stir the cornstarch into 45 mL of cold water until the cornstarch dissolves. Stir the 
mixture into the boiling broth until it is slightly thickened. Stir in the soy sauce, ginger, 


and pepper. 


Pour the eggs very slowly, in a thin stream, into the boiling broth, whisking with a wire 
whisk or fork as you pour. The eggs will cook in threads. 


Turn off the heat. Stir in the parsley and green onions. 
Serve hot.
